ANODE MEMBER FOR ELECTROLYTIC CAPACITOR 

[Object] To easily realize a very small capacitance by depositing a desired 
thickness of valve metal powder onto a surface of a valve metal lead and 
sintering the powder so that the deposition thickness and the area of an 
unmasked portion is freely combined. 

[Structure] A longitudinal end of a tantalum plate lead 11 is masked by a 
masking tape 12. Thereafter, a camphor ethanol solution 13 as a binder 
material is dropped onto an unmasked part. Under surface tension, the 
binder solution stays on the tantalum plate lead 11. From the above, 
tantalum powder 14 is sifted down to be deposited to a thin thickness. The 
deposition thickness of the tantalum powder is such that the surface of the 
underlying tantalum plate lead 11 is lightly covered. Thereafter, ethanol of 
the binder solution is evaporated by drying at the normal temperature. 
The underlying tantalum plate lead 11 and the tantalum powder 14 are 
fixedly attached through the binder. The masking tape is separated. 
Thus, a desired anode member 15 is obtained. The anode member 15 is 
subjected to vacuum sintering. The desired anode member is obtained by 
deposition without requiring press molding. 
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
